both in the United States nnd Europe, j 
but Walter Wellman, the Washington ; 
correspondent of the Chicago Record 
Herald, la now able to give the salient 
contents of that document, a filii copy 
of which is expected at Washington in 
a short lime: 
First.—Russia agrees to restore the civil 
administration of Manchuria without re­ 
serve to the Chinese empire.

Manchuria completely, bo far as military 
or civil control Is concerned, within one 
year from the date of the treaty. 
Third.—Russia agrees to remove her 
army, with a reservation of a smalt force 
for guarding the Russian railway, within 
one year, withdrawing a part of the 
troops In''four months, another part In 
eight months and the final quota In twelve 
months. 
Fourth.—Russia surrenders all claim to 
exclusive railway arid mining privileges In 
Manchuria and pledges herself and China 
to the “open door” principle In that prov­ 
ince.

He called the attention 
of the Russian government to the re­ 
peated pledges which it had given and 
closed with an expression of the hope 
that the governments of China and 
Russia would take such measures as 
would “relieve Hie just and natural 
anxiety of the United swat os.” 
This note produced a profound im­ 
pression throughout the world. 
It was 
an application of the principle of equal 
rights and equal opportunity in a way 
so clear and unmistakable that it coni
